XV for the contentions, and animoſities 
encouraged among them; vindicates the Doctrine 
of Salvation by the croſs of CHRIST, from the 
imputation of its being a fooliſh, and irrational 
Scheme, as was inſinuated by the crafry and 
malicious Jews; and proves that in it there was 
to the believer, the richeſt diſplay of ſovereign 
Grace, and ufimerited Favour: That it con- 
tained the higheſt manifeſtation ot infinite power, 
and unſearchable wiſdom : And that the Goſpel 
is a myſtery vaſtly above the comprehenſion, or 
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underſtanding of natural Men. Having at- 
tempted thus to correct their miſconceived no- 
tions of the evangelic Syſtem; he proceeds to 


enforce ſome relative Duties, to which they 


were obliged as a Church of CHRIST. And in

ſo abſolutely neceſſary and ſo extenſively benefi- 
cial, without which we can ſcarce perform any 


Buſineſs, or enjoy any Comfort. And for thuch

| Secondly, He is com pared to the 3 ele- 
ment of Fire, the acknowledged Fountain of light 
and heat, and the ſource of every vital Power, 
operating in univerſal Nature, and diffuſing its 
influence through the whole Creation. Fit em-

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blem this of the Divine Serx1T, who actuates 
all the Members of CHRIST, and diffuſes light 
and life through the Church of the Firſt born. 
We are dead in Treſpaſſes and Sins, till quickened 
by his Breath: Till he enlightens our Minds we 
are ſhut up in total darkneſs. By nature we are 
ignorant of God and his juſtifying Righteouſneſs, 

ignorant of the Spirituality of the Law and the 
depravity of our nature. We ſee neither form nor 
comlineſs in CR ISH, ſo as to deſire him, nor 
can we take any delight in his Ways. Till the 
Soul be ſpiritually enlightened, it is incapable of 
judging aright of ſpiritual Things, or of forming 
practical Concluſions from them. To underſtand 
the natural Signification of Words, and to view 
the intrinſic beauty of Goſpel truths, are ſpecifi- 
cally different. On this point the Apoſtle expreſ- 
ſes himſelf very pertinently, when he ſays, The 
natural Man Receiveth not the things of ihe Spirit 
of God; for they are fooliſhneſs unto him: And ar- 
gues as forcibly, when he adds, neither can he 
bnow them, becauſe they are ſpiritually diſcerned, * 
Whence it appears. neceſſary that God who com- 
manded the Light to ſbine out of darkneſs ſhould 
ſhine. into our hearts to give us the light of the 
Knowledge of his Glory in the face of Jeſus Chriſt. © 
And to irradiate the Mind, is the peculiar Worl: 
of the Hor y Gros T. He, ſays CHRIST fat 


receive of mine and ſhall ſhew it unto you. 6

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ad. Sometimes light is unaccompanied with heat; 
but it is impoſſible to know the myfteries of the 
Goſpel, and not to be influenced by them, impoſ- 
ſible to know the love of Gop and not be drawn 
by it to obedience. Therefore ſuch as pretend 
to the Knowledge of CuxisrT and Salvation by 
him, expreſſing themſelves in the moſt confident 
Terms, as to their intereſt in the promiſes of 
Go, and yet live wicked and diffolute Lives 
as is the Caſe of too many; it is demonttrably 
evident that they have never received the Love 
of the truth, Neither is there any zeal or heat 
of affection in the Things of Gov, any further 
than we are fed to ſee their peculiar excellency, 
except what proceeds from a valitile Brain, of 
a Spirit of Enthuſiaſm; | 


Third. There is a force in Fire not to be re- 
pelied. And the operations of the SPIRIT are 
irre ſiſtable. F he Works none can let. The 
hardeſt Heart cannot prevent his Word taking 
e ffect for he has promiſed. ©* To take away the 


** ſtony heart, and to give an heart of Fleſh.” © 


The unwillingneſs of his Pecple is no objection 
for“ They ſhall be made willing in the Day of 
© his Power.” « Neither the multitude of their 
Sins, nor the heightented aggravation of their 
Iniquities can render abortive his gracious defigns,

Fourth. Fire will penetrate the ſolideſt parts 
of a body, and make a ſeperation between the 
ſmalleſt, and moſt cloſely connected particles of 
matter. And the Spirit of Gp is omnipreſent, 
every where beholding both the evil, and the 
good. He penetrates into the inmoſt receſſes of 
every Heart, and ſearches even the deep things of 
God.? When he works by his Word, it is as 
A fire and a hammer that breaketh the Rock in pie- 
ces. 5 It is in his Hand ſbarper than any two edged 
ſword, piercing to the dividing aſunder of ſoul and 
Spirit, joints and marrow, diſcerning even the 

thoughts and intents of the Heart. # When his 
fiery flaming Law is ſet home upon the Cons 
ſcience, it makes a diſcovery, terrible, and alarm- 
ing. The guilty Soul before in ſecurity and at 
eaſe, not in the leaſt apprehenſive of Danger ; 
crys out, trembling and aſtoniſhed ! ¶ hat ball I 
do to be ſaved? As did the three thouſand under 


Peter's Sermon, on the Day of Penticoſt, when

the coming of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, ! And the 
Word Baptiſm ſignifying to plunge or immerſe ; 
thoſe who have received this Promiſe of the Fa- 
ther, are truly Baptized, with the Holy Ghoſt.

Fourth. Another remarkable property in Fire, 
not to be omitted, is, that it turns every Thing, 


into its own nature. The operations of the SeI- 


x1T are alſo of an aſſimilating nature: Not that 


finite becomes infinite; nor that we become poſ-. 


ſeffed of any property e e to Deity: But the 


glorious perfections of Gop, ſhining in the Face 


of Jesus CRI, as revealed by the Horx 
Gnos r, make certain ſuituable impreſſions on 
the Mind, agreeable to their own nature; by 
which we are transformed into the likeneſs. of 


CnRIs＋, and bear his Image; according to that 


well known affirmation of the Apoſtles, that, 
By

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By bebolding the glory of the Lord we are changed 
into the ſame image from Glory to Glory, as by the 
Spirit of the Lord. But not to anticipate ſome 
future obſervations that will be neceſſary, I ſhall 
proceed. 


Thirdly. To take notice that the Spirit of Gon | 
is compared to the holy anointing Oil, uſed un- 
der the law; made by the ſpecial appointment 
of God; ſacred in its Compoſition, and holy in 
its uſe; by which the Tabernacle and all its veſ- 
ſels were anointed 3 and whatever was ſet apart 
for the Service of Go in the Sanctuary: Which 
may ſerve further to illuſtrate the Subject; and 
to eflabliſn the Doctrine under Conſideration. 
God's Elect were ſet apart from everlaſting; ſet 
apart in the counſels of Jeuovan, for the ends 
of his Glory; and therefore called Veel of 
Mercy, afore prepared unto glory, 9 concerning 
whom the Lox p hath ſaid, This is the People 
which I have formed for myſelf, and they ſhall ſhew - 
forth my praiſe. p But before they can ſerve Gop 
inany of his ordinances, they muſt be anointed 
with his Sp1r1T, for God is à Spirit and them 
that worſhip bim acceptably muſt worſhip him iu 
Spirit and in truth, 4 Therefore the Apoſtle and 
High Prieſt of our Profeſſion has declared, that,

Second, By this oil of conſicration Kings, | 
Prieſts, and Prophets ware anointed: Which was | 
typical of CHRIST, and his being anointed with | 
the Holy Grosr, to execute each of theſe Of - 
fices in his Church. Under the firſt of theſe Cha- 
racters he is pointed out by the Father; Bebold I 
have ſet my king upon my holy hill of Sign, and with 
my holy Oil have anointed him. The ſecond he 

perſorms in all its important branches; being the 
high Prieſt over the Houſe of God, he hath by 
Once offering up of himſelf perfested for ever them 
that were ſanttified, t and by the ſheding of his 
Blood, hath expiated all their guilt, and obtained 
the compleat remiſſion of all their Sin, which 
when he had finiſhed, He entered into Heaven it- 

helf, à and there Ever lives to make interceſſion for 
his People,'v Continuing a prieſt for ever, after the 
order of Mclchiſdec, u He alſo executes the Of- |
